Neither document, either taken individually or in obvious combination, discloses the invention as claimed. The 
closest prior art, that of D2, describes an apparatus and method in which the voltage at the battery terminal of a 
cranking motor is measured at one second intervals during cranking and compared to a set of predetermined 
minimum values stored in a computer lookup table according to the battery temperature and engine temperature 
during cranking. 

However, there is no disclosure of an apparatus or system comprising a voltage gradient detector or waveform 
detector as claimed.
